That the elty bylaw prohtbiting 
automobilfsts from exceeding a speed 
of 10 miles is ultra vires, was the de- 
cision come to by Magistrate Downes,

Magistrate Downes held that the oity 
bylaw was contrary to section 84 of the 
Alberta Motor eVhicle act, which states 
that no municipality shall maintain any 
bylaw regarding the use of the high- 
way which is contrary to or {nconsist- 
ent with the provisions of the act. 

Section 20 of the act allows a speed 

of ofe mile in four minutes while pass- 
ing threugh any olty-or town, 
It was contended by CG, H. Grant, who

AGAINST PROVINCE 


Holds That the Legislature 
Had no Right to Give 
Grant to C. N. W. 


DOMINION GOVERNMENT 
THE PROPER AUTHORITY 
Provincial Legislature Said not 
to be Able to Deal With 
Railway Running in More 
_ Than One Province. 


The rights of provincial legislatures 
to incorporate a railway company were 
defned by Frank Ford, K.C., appear- 
ing on behalf of the C.P.R., who are 
defendants. in the supreme court ‘to- 
day, The Canadian Northern Western 
company, the plaintiffs, are asking Mr, 
Justice Beok for an injunction to pre- 
vent ‘the C.P.R. constructing ‘their 
Battle river valley, overland, which the 
C.N.W. allege ds their property, Ac- 
cording to the plaintiffs, the C.P.R. 
have brought graders and other im- 
pediments on to their land, and ‘they 
ask ‘that they receive compensation for 
‘the alleged trespass. The CG.N.W, fur- 
ther ask that the C.P.R. be prevented 
from further trespassing in the future. 

The defence set up by the G.P.R. 1s 
that any action which they may have 
taken was authorized by the Dominion 
government, Speaking dn support of 
the €.P.R.'s contention, Mr. Ford stat- 
ed that the Camrose-Alseas branch had 
been authorized ‘by the provincial leg- 
Islature. The province, Mr. Ford con- 
tended, could not do indJrectly what it 
was forbidden to do directly, and the 
British North America act provided that 
all railways, other than those operat- 
ing colely In one province, were for the 
henetlt of the whole Dominion, ‘and, 
as such, could only be dealt with by 
the Dominion authorities. Tho pro- 
vinelal legislature, stated Mr. Ford, 
might find that in juggling with railway 
charters ‘they had overstepped the 
limit. 

Any- branch line. connecting with a 
main line, said Mr, Ford, came. within 
the category of a dominion railway, and 
the Canadian Northern Western route 
was being constructed and would be 
‘operated by the 'C.N.R. The Camrose- 
Alseas branch, Mr. Ford added, would 
extend into British Columbia, In ob- 
taining a charter for such a railway 


tended Mr. Ford, the C.N.W. had at- 
tempted to circumvent the provisions 
of the British North America act. 

Dealing with the alleged trespass by 
the G.P.R, on the lands of the C.N.W., 
Mr. Ford stated that a dominion rail- 
way had the right to expropriate the 
territory of any purely provincial con- 
cern. 

The power given to the provincial 
authorities, said Mr, Ford, did not spe- 
cifically include the right to incorpor- 
ate railways at all, but simply to deal 
with local works and undertakings. 
There were certain exceptions, how- 
evr, Which, sald Mr, Ford, could be 
inferred as meaning that the province 
had the right to deal with a railway 
which was operating simply within the 
province. 

The case for the defence was stated 
before that for the plaintiffs, which has 
yet to be heard.

Then came Quebec, 
where the Liberal government was returned with 
scarcely more than a trace of the opposition teft. 
New Brunswick followed and remained in the Tory

In face of the brazen methods of the 
Borden Government to intérfere in provincial poli- 
tics, the results in the provinces are amply sufficient 
to show that the pendulum of time is swinging, as 


among the various world powers will prevent any 
of them taking action to stop the conflict, Turkey 
has added further complications to’ the crisis in the 
Balkans by ordering her'troops to enter Bulgarian 
territory. Contrary to the international code war 


-has not been declared by the Sultan and his troops 


are now rapidly approaching several important 
posts in Bulgarian territory. King: Ferdinand’s ap- 
peal fo the powers for intervention has met with no 
respose and the indications now are that the con- 
flict will be continued until lack of finances forces 
the cessation of the war. 

The attitude adopted by the various world 
powers has proved an enigma to those on the out- 
side and the conclusion has now been reached that 
none of the nations are anxious to show their hand 
in the game for fear they may be precipitated into 
the conflict. Italy’s announcement that her fleets 
were to be placed at the disposal of the Turks 
created consternation in European circles for a time 
as it was then thought that Germany, Italy, France 
and Russia might be drawn into actual conflict with 
certain slices of territory and commercial advance- 
ment as the prize to be won or lost. Italy, how- 
ever, has failed to carry out its bluff and the pro- 
blem remains unchanged. Evidently the world 
powers have decided that the question can best be 
settled at the point of the bayonet as interference 
by the powers would only act as a delay to a fin- 
ish right and would not tend to solve the existing 


A glorious opening for the jingoes is presented 
now by the fact that in the naval manoeuvers a 


pretended enemy has landed men on the east coast 
of England. 

This should be the opportunity for fanning the 
frenzy for armament. Conscription has. already 
been talked of in Britain. | France has recently 
added a year to the time it takes out of the most 
useful period ofits citizens’ existence. The habit 
of imitation is strong. It would not be at all aston- 
ishing to see a new demand for compulsory ser- 
vice in the Brittsh Isles, raised by the professional 
soldiers and those politicians whose chance of elec- 
tion depends very largely upon the energy with 
which they flap the flag.

FIRST. THINGS. 


MECKLENBURG. 


-The first Duke of: Mecklenburg and 
the founder of the ruling house was 
Genserle the Vandal, who. ravaged the 
western empire in the fifth century, 
and who was born, according to an- 
client records, just 15 centuries ago to- 
day aid died in 477. Mecklenburg, in 
north Germany, {is now. divided into 
the two grand duchies of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwermn and Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, this division having been made 
in 4701. In 4815 the dukes were 
made «rand dukes. It has reeently 
heen reported that the present here- 
ditary Grand Doke- of Mecklenburg- 
Slrelitz will marry Princess Patricia, 
daughter of the Duke of Connaught, 
Such an alliance would be by.no’ 
means the first between “the royal 
family of England and the house of 
Meoklenburge, King George III. mar- 
ried Charlotte, a daughter of the Duke 
of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, in 1761, and 
their son, the Duke of Cumberland, 
afterward the Kingz of Hanover, mar- 
ried Princess Fredrica, a daughter of 
another Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz. 


WOOLEN INDUSTRY. 

Tho first woolen cloths manufactur- 
ed in England were produced by a col- 
ony of 70 families of Dutch cloth- 
workers, who Janded in England on this 
date, July 26th, in the year 43314, hay- 
ing been induced to settle In Eng gland 
vby a liberal grant from Edvard Il. 
i Worsted manufacture was commenced 
in Norfolk a few years later, and the 
industry so launched soon reached 
largo proportions. Every effort was 
made to protect ithe “infant industry, 
‘and in 14638, if nvas enacted that no 
oloth but of Wales or Ircland should 
be imported into England, In the 47th 
century, during the reign of Charles 
II, a law was passed that all persons 
should be buried In woolen cloths. In 
4700 an act was passed by parliament 
prohibiting the importation into Eng- 
Jand of Indian muslins, chintzes, and 
cottons, which were threatening to 
supplant woolen cloths in popularity. 
It was not until the Jast century that 
colton replaced wool as the staple 
commodily of English manufacture.

“THINKS RANCHERS | 


ROBBED BY LAWS 


Speaker Also Declares Against 
Them Being Under Author- 
ity of Foreigners 


Moose Jaw, July 25.--After spend- 
ing the bulk of yesterday in perfecting 
the new organization the Stock Grow- 
ers' association of Saskatchewan met 
in full session last evening and passed 
resolutions for the advancement and 
fostering of the ranching industry. 

Recommendations of the ranch com- | 
missioners who toured the west in the 
early spring are that there bea mint~ 
mum of 80 acres to each animal in 
awrazing lease, that a rancher be given 
the right of having a vested interest 
in the half section upon which his 
buildings are placed, thus making the, 
ranch a permanent home for his fain- 
dly, and that no further homestead 
rights be granted on ranching leases 
until such time as°the dominion gov- 
ernment has accepted and fully con- 
sidered the report of ranching com- 
missioners. The report of the commis- 
sjoners also recommends a {0-year 
lease instead of two. 

In a speech made at the ranchers’ 
banquet, W. W. Ozle bitterly con- 
demned the system of giving many 
rural municipalities composed of for- 
cigners the right and power over 
ranchers who were western raised and 
had been pioneers of the country. This 
was in reference to taxation by rural 
munteipalities and he further added 
that pound keepers, men of no educa- 
tion and no scruples, systematically 
robbed ranchers of cattle under the 
protection of the law.

EVERY 19 PERSONS 


Dominion of Canada Is Be- 
coming an Inveterate User 
of the Instrument, 


Ottawa, July 25—The Dominion ot 
Canada Is becoming an inveterate user 
of the ‘telephone. She has now in use 
400,000 telephones, an increase in 12 
months of over 200,000, ; 

Statistics Just issued by the tele- 
Phone and telegraphic branch of the 
department of rallways and canals for 
the last fiscat year show a large in- 
crease in the telephone interests of 
the Dominion. 

The number of companies to make a 
return of statistical data for the year 
was 683, being an increase over the 
preceding 12 months of 146 compan- 
ies. The province of Ontario alone has 
69 companies, Saskatchewan {gs sec- 
ond with 206, and Quebec third with 
$2, It ts significant that there was a 
big increase In co-operative and mu- 
nicipal owned companies, 

Capital ability aggremates $46,- 
376,851.74, an increase of more than 
$6,000,000 in a single year, 

There are now almost a million miles 
of wire in use for telephone purposes 
throughout the Dominion, Tt inereas- 
ed last year almost 200,000 miles, On- 
‘tarlo alone has almost 400,000 miles, 
while Quebec, the stronghold of the 
Bell Telephone company, has almost 
300,000. ¢ 

There 1s now over a mile of tole- 
phone wire In use for every eight per- 
sons In the Dominion of Canada, and 
one telephone for every 19 persons, 
Of the 400,000 telephones now In op- 
eration 172,000 of them are in tha 
‘province of Ontario. 


FARM LABORERS 
STILL DEMANDED 


Minster of Interior Discusses 
Circular Sent Out by Labor 
Congress. 


Ottawa, July 25.—Hon, Dr. Rocha, 
minister of the interior, stated yester- 
day that though there Is much wisdom 
on the part of the Dominion Trades and 
Labor congress in: warning prospective 
emigrants in Great Britain against com- 
ing to the cities of Canada unless they 
have positions waiting for them, he 
believes that there Is still a demand 
oe farm laborers all over the coun- 
ry, 

Dr. Roche emphasized that every im- 
migration agent in Great -Brilain. had 
recelyed dnstruction ta rather discour- 
age any emigrants not having positions 
walting for them coming to the cities 
in this country, 

“Tam Inclined to think that an ex- 
tract from\a western paper published 
in the circular sent out by the labor 
congress stating that there are more 
farm laborers in Saskatchewan than 
there are positions for, {s hardly cor- 
rect,"’ he sald. ‘When I was over in 
London a few weeks ago I found that 
the provincial government of Saskal- 
chewan had an agent specially ~en- 
gaged to encourage farm laborers only 
to go there and this agent I understand 
is being paid a bonus of 85 for every 
good man he sends out. The Ontario 
government is following the same pol- 
{oy as the Saskatchewan govornneat. 

“My opinion is that Canada ‘does 
necd farmers and farm laborers. Thoy 
will need thousands of the latter when 
the harvest begins in a few weeks." 
‘ Pr. Roche said that it is probable 
that the contents of the circular in 
quostion would be fully discussed by 
the cabinet council at an early meot- 
ing.

DOUKHOBORS ASK 
HAL A MILLION 


Want Compensation for Lands 
They Had to Vacate in 
Saskatchewan, 


Ottawa, July 25—Here for the pur- 
pose of asking the Dominion govern- 
ment compensation to the amount of 
$500,000 for farming lands, the Douk- 
hobors were forced to vacate in Sas- 
katchewan because they refused to be- 
come Canadian oltizens, John Konkla, 
of Brilliant, B.C., and M. W, ‘Casakoff, 
of Veregin, Saskatchewan, and their 
agent, W. M. Evalenko, of New York, 
are registered at ‘the ‘Chateau Laurier. 

According to the sbory told by the 
agent the men will take their modest 
request to Hon. Dr. Roche, minister of 
the interior, He declares ‘that owing 
to the fact that thelr religion doas not 
permit them to become a cilizen of 
any country, the Doukhobors were 
forced to give up thelr homesteads In 
Saskatchewan as a homesteader has to 
be a Britisher, ellher naturalized or 
native. 

The Doukhobors which these men 
represent, had met with extwordinary 
success on thelr farms in the short 
time they had thom, and the whole 
party moved over into British Colum- 
bia, where they did wonderfully well 
at fruit raising, 

Many of the Doukhebors, however, 
have not left their Saskatchewan farms 
near Veregin yet, but will probably do 
so before very long, They will also 
move over to British Columbia and go 
in ‘for frubt ralsing. 

Theso people are all represented dy 
Konkin and Cagakoff, and are’ now 
seeking recompense for ‘their homes, 
Mhey want mongy for the improvement 
they have put on the farming tands. 
There are sevoral thousand who. will 


move over to the fruit growing prov-|, 


ince and there try to maka their liv- 


ing.
